— had sent light armored combat team s to Celles and Clney In a bld 
to reach the Meuse 
But dong ti boy s in a C hristm as day battle rolled 
them back one to two miles. Supreme headquartt r* disclosed 
A dispatch from the field today declared United States arm or and 
infantry, “slowly regaining 
the initiative, have locked In a scries of 
sharp battles with 
probing Germ an* on both flanks 
of the 20-mlle 
gap between the R otten and Bastogne areas".
